In Gasoline Price 


Lower gasoline prices are cal- 
led for in view of the official an- 
nouncement by G.R. Cottrelle, oil 
controller that the quality of this 
fuel will be lowered in the opinion 
of officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association, : 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the Canadian Automobile Assoc- 
iation in Toronto,,Myr, Cottrelle an- 
nounced that thé quality of gasoline 
would be lowered but it was hoped 
there would be no reduction in the 
value of gas ration coupons. 

Walter S. Campbell regional rep- 
tresentative of the W.P.T.B. states 
that therehas been no intimation of 
amy gasoline price cut. In fact dom- 
inion officials suggest that the re- 
duction in quality would not be 
sufficient to warrant any price _ 
on that account. 

The A.M.A. is watching the sit- 
uation and it is indicated that steps 
will be taken o secure a price re- 
duction if possible as it is apperant 
that certain high quality gasoline 
will not be available to civilian 
motorists, 


Maximum Price 
For Baling Is $3. 


Maximum price for baling hay 
is $3.00 per ton, and under services 
regulations farmers need not pay 
more than three dollars, During the 
basic period the price for baling 
hay was less——-normally about $2.50 
per ton—the lesser price must now 
be maintained, officials af the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board state. 
Numerous complaints have been 
received from farmers who. have 
been asked from $4. to $5, for bal- 
ing hay, in excess of the maximum 
price established.
